FOR RENEWED DISCUSSIONS WITH PRESIDENT SADAT. . . NEGO- 
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TIATIONS ARE STILL IN AN EARLY STAGE AND ARE LIKELY TO BE 
DIFFICULT AND COMPLEX IN THE DAYS AHEAD. THE DECISION 

AUTHORIZES THE ISRAELI NEGOTIATING TEAM TO CONTINUE TO 
EXPLORE AND TO SEEK ELABORATIONS OF THE EGYPTIAN POSITION 
THROUGH KISSINGER'S GOOD OFFICES, ACCORDING TO QUALIFIED 
GOVERNMENT SOURCES HERE. THESE SOURCES ALSO INSIST THAT 
THE REFUSAL OF THE CABINET TO EXPAND THE MANDATE OF CHIEF 
ISRAELI NEGOTIATORS SHOULD NOT BE READ AS A HARDENING OF 
ISRAEL'S POSITION. IT HAD BEEN THOUGHT IN SOME QUARTERS 
THAT THE CABINET MIGHT ALLOW ITS NEGOTIATING TEAM BROADER 
SCOPE THAN THE LIMITED MANDATE APPROVED LAST DECEMBER. . . 

"THE LARGER AGREEMENT KISSINGER IS NOW BELIEVED TO BE 
SEEKING WOULD COVER BOTH THE PASSES AND THE OIL FIELDS IN 
RETURN FOR CONCRETE EGYPTIAN PLEDGES TO REFRAIN FROM THE 
USE OF FORCE OVER A SPECIFIED PERIOD OF TIME. NEGOTIATING

BY EGYPT, BUT BY KISSINGER AND INTERNATIONAL OPINION. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COINCIDING WITH KISSINGER'S ARRIVAL, THE TWO TEL AVIV 
EVENING PAPERS CARRIED EDITORIALS ENTITLED: 'DON'T 
PUSH US, HENRY."'
